‘The Szechuen commitise of thé 
China International Famine -Reliet| 
‘Commisison is taking a practical line 
in applying rellet activities to works 
of public importance. Work ie to 
‘tart immediately on the construction 
of the first section of the projected 
Chuncing-Chengty Railway tine and 
special efforts are being made to ex- 
edite work on the remaining ‘nine 
sections so that famine refugees may 
be used on productive labour in'the 
‘greatest possible degree. ‘The Prov- 
Inelal Government Is co-operating 
admirably by putting funds. at. the 
isposal ot the: Famine Relie Com- 
‘mittee for the provision of food, 
‘medical care and ‘accommodation fot 
the refugees put on to the work. 
Labour camps ‘will be supervised by 
‘the mission hospitals in ‘Chungking. 
‘This development should be keenly 
‘watched ag it marks a definite step 
forward in famine"reliet policy 
‘may well afford a useful precedent 
for the future, It will be recognized 
‘that it embodies principles whieh have

“Tm compiling the estimates, of 
national revenue for the 26th fscal

Surtex, for ‘the income and expendi- 
{ure of the National Budget are often 
not balanced, In recent years, 
humerous projects of national recon-| 
struction Have. been underlaken, and 
hhuge annual defilts encountered.

It is not possible to read the an~ 
nual report of the Lester Chinese 
Hospital, and the account of yester~ 
day's annual meeting which appears 
in another column, without being 
profoundly moved by the stories of 
the conditions which the staff have 
to deal with, and the results which 
are being obtained, Nor is it pos~ 
sible to escape the conclusion that 
much has to be done in’ the way 
of health propaganda before a 
general standard of hygiene is 
reached which will make the tasks 
of the doctors easier than they ap~ 
pear to be at present, Hospitals. 
should be the last line in the war~ 
fare against disease, especially in 
such cases where personal clean~ 
iness is the best defence against 
sickness. ‘Thus in the case of 
cholera, which has been steadily 
reduced during past years, it is now 
‘apparent that the persistent pro- 
paganda against the disease-bearing 
fy is having the effect {t was hoped 
it would have, and proves con= 
clusively that this method of com 
batting certain diseases is still the 
best. With the increase in the cases 
of relapsing fever and the incidence 
of typhus a case is clearly made 
out for the use of propaganda in 
order to fight the carrier of these 
troubles—the louse—as is being 
done in 'the case of the fly. Indeed 
the question is raised as to whether 
fhe public health a thorities in 
‘Shangh ign 
Chinese, ‘should not seek wa 
means for extending their 
praiseworthy activities, for one 
remark in the report to the effect 
that with regard to se¢ 
couple of dozen intelligent trained 
coolies could do more for’ the 
public than a couple of hun. 
dred doctors, suggests that the 
outposts in the general fight against 
disease need to be considerably 
strengthened to take much work 
off the hospitals. It is also sug- 
gested that the various public 
health departments cannot deal with 
all urgent needs because of the lack 
of money and’ facilities. ‘That is 
not really a ground for criticism, 
It is plain that to bring to the lower | 
class Chinese a full realization of 
the necessity for a higher hygienic 
standard must of. necessity be a 
slow process, Perhaps it could be 
accelerated by the expenditure of 
larger sums of public money, but 
\S a reasonable relation has to be 
jaintained in the spending of 
money to meet the various needs 
of the public in general, it is not 
likely that much can be done in 
that direction except at the expense 
of other and equally necessary 
activities. 


While to the medical man the 
story of a hospital's work seems to 
be the plain tale of a great deal of 
hard’ work, to the layman there 
must always seem to be.a magic 
quality about it, induced by the 
Infrequent realization of the en- 
‘ormous amount of suffering which 
is elther cured entirely or at any 
rate alleviated. For this reason the 
accounts of the activity of the 
Lester Chinese Hospital have always 
@ peculiar fascination about them, 
‘and not only because of that, but 
also because of the amount of self-| 
sacrifice which is evidenced in the 
fight which the doctors and the staff 
put up for: the salvation of those| 
































‘being burdened. by.a demand which 
en | might be reduced if the control of 
the sale of opium were more 
effective than at present it seems| 
to be. 

One feature in the report which 
Is especially noteworthy is the fact 
that there is an increase in the 
amount of fees pald by patients of 
the hospital. In the past it was| 
inevitable, for propaganda purposes, | 
that much of the service of the 
hospital should have been provided 
free; patients, ignorant and suspi- 
lous of foreign medical practice, 
could in many cases only be al 
tracted by its cheapness, and the| 
excellent results of which they 
ultimately heard. ‘That —intro- 
ductory period is now long past, 
and it is gratifying to note that 
‘very large proportion of the patients| 
‘were called upon to, and did pay’ 
fees in some relation to their in- 
comes and the services which the| 
hospital rendered to them. Never-| 
theless it is doubtful whether such| 
hospitals’ as the Lester Chinese| 
‘Hospital can ever be entirely self- | 
‘supporting, so much of its work has| 
to be done amongst classes not too 
‘well blessed with this world’s goods. | 
‘That is no reason why the hospital| 
‘authorities should not face. the! 
future with all the confidence they’ 
hhave done in the past. Of the place 
it holds in the affection of the publie| 
there Js not the slightest doubt, 
because the reports which have 
deen published yearly throughout| 
the long history of the institution| 
have served to emphasize the really| 
excellent work which it is doing. 
‘On that it is to be heartily con- 
gratulated and it is hoped that as} 
the years go by it will proceed to| 
greater heights than even  those| 
which it has already attained. At] 
the same time, it should not be| 
forgotten that’ in both the re- 
port and the chairman's speech’ 
the point is emphasized that the! 
various municipal authorities of 
‘Shanghai are facing demands for 
‘an extension of their activities in| 
the direction of prevention. That| 
‘the Hospitals cannot be expected to 
undertake, and while it is possible| 
that the municipalities find them- 
selves unable at the moment, be- 
cause of slender resources, to do| 
all that can be reasonably expected| 
‘of them, the time will ultimately

JAPAN’S EMPEROR 
April 29, 

‘To-day the Japanese people re~ 
foice in the celebration of the 36th | 
‘anniversary of their Emperor’s| 
birthday. “The Emperor Hirohito 
has reigned now for over ten. years,

nation which in a peculiar sense, 
looks to him for leadership, Anxie- 
ties must naturally accrue from the| 
efforts of a vigorous people to assert | 
their proper place in the world’s| 
affairs. Full responsibilities have 
been accepted by the Japanese 
Empire for the direction of its own 
destiny in a troublous world. In| 
the difficulties and dangers thus! 
boldly confronted the stability of| 
the Throne has been at once an in- 
spiration and an incalculable asset! 
to the Japanese nation, Ever since’ 
the full ruling power was assumed 
by the Emperor in 1868 in complete | 
resumption of the __ traditions 
established at the founding of the 
Empire by the Emperor Jinmu 
‘Tenno in 600 B.C. the rapid pro-| 
gress of the Japanese nation has| 
afforded a remarkable testimony to| 
the virtue of the monarchical idea. 
‘The suppression of the feudal 
system in 1871 and in 1889 the 
establishment of the Constitution, 
which combined in the Emperor's 
person the rights of sovereignty 
comprising the exercise of the whole 
of the executive powers with the 
advice and assistance of the 
Cabinet Ministers responsible to and 
appointed by him, put the finishing 
touch to the making of modern 
Japan as the world knows it, The 
Present Emperor, has with great|

Government's lately deciared inten- 
tion to prohibit military interference 
in political affairs. Indeed, General 
Gen Sugiyama, the now Minister of 
War, had to admit to the Dict on 
Feb,’ 24, in response to a question, 
that, undor the orders of his pre- 
decessor, Count Hisaichi Terauehi, 
Lt-General Kesayo Nakamura, the 
Commander of the Gendarmerie 
Corps, had, on Jan. 25 “boarded 
the car” of Gencrai Ugaki, then. 
Premicr-designate, to dissuade 
him from forming a Cabinet for 
“imperative” reasons. General 
Sugiyama’s subsequent disclaimer 
of any intention on the Army's 
part to form a Fascist Gov- 
ernment in Japan’ may be in- 
terpreted as showing that he and 
his colleagues in the new. Cabinet, 
were not in sympathy with Count, 
‘Torauchi's exploit. However, the! 
election results suggest that the’ 
political parties have good ground 
for assuming the nation’s support 
of continued vigilance on that point. 
It Is impossible to say just now: 
what effect the verdict will have 
on the Cabinet's policy. General 
Hayashi's failure to carry financial,

Reports current, to the effect that 
both aly and Germany are en- 
deavouring to find means of 
terminating the civil war in Spain, 
and to secure the withdrawal of| 
thelr volunteers, have yet to be 
confirmed, though from a review of| 
the present position in that unhappy 
country it would seem that the 
truth ‘of such reports is not tin~ 
probable. With all, the assistance 
which has been given the insurgents| 
in the shape of men and material it 
is now clear that their campaign 
hhas not succeeded, It is true that 
they have not been utterly defeated, 
but they have not obtained the 
objectives they had in mind when 
they first commenced the. rebellion, 
and in the course of nearly a year’s| 
fighting, while they have secured | 
control of a very large part of the 
country, they have failed to destroy 
the Spanish government or to set| 
up one of thelr own, controlling the| 
whole of the nation. At present the 
position is one of stalemate. Should 
the insurgents succeed in capturing 
Bilbao, and it seems that they will 
have their work cut out to do 50, 
they would have undoubtedly won| 
an important moral victory, though 
it is not clear that they would have 
achieved much from a military’ 
point of view, except, perhaps, to 
liberate a fairly strong body’ of 
‘men for action on other fronts. 
That in itself might be of some 
importance to the rebels, though it 
is by no means clear that the ac- 
cession to their forces elsewhere 
‘would be sufficient to enable them’ 
‘again to resume those strong initia 
tives with which the earlier part of 
their campaign was marked. Re- 
ports current, but at present uncon-

Never- 
theless, withdrawal means an admis- 
sion of defeat and a severe blow 
to Fascist prestige throughout the 
world. It would constitute a moral 
reverse for the: cause which its 
Jeaders might find it dificult to 
swallow, and yet the growing im- 
patience in both Germany and Italy. 
over the way in which ultimate 
success has been delayed may re- 
strain the’leaders from making that 
final gamble which the second part 
of the question would indicate. The 
argument applies with equal force 
‘should there be any attempt on the 
part of Russia to speed up matters 
by the despatch of further as- 
sistance to the Spanish Government, 
though Moscow may be perfectly:

Reds.” ‘That is entirely contrary to 
the truth for Red influence in the 
House of Commons is ‘mainly re- 
markable for the meagreness of its 
proportions.

LONDON’S STRIKE 
May 4. 
The strike has been the industrial 
equivalent of war in international 
polities. It is a weapon which has 
frequently been used to good effect, 
frequently abused. ‘The mark of 
sound industrial organization is per~ 
ceived when the strike can be 
relegated far into the background 
and disputes settled by the process| 
Jof negotiation between the represen- 
tatives of employer and employed. 
Of the modern perversion of 
strike weapon, the “stay in strike", | 
ttle good can be said. It is to be 
hoped that when present malaise 
‘has yielded to commonsense treat~ 
ment it will be abandoned. Lon- 
don, as well as certain counties, is 
at the moment experiencing serious 
inconvenience by reason of the 
strike of businen. ‘The London dis- 
pute is apart from the “provincial” 
trouble. ‘The busmen in. certain 
parts of Eastern England have been 
on strike for some time in the hope 
of improving their wage prospects. 
‘The London busmen, employees of 
the London Passenger ‘Transport | 
Board which is a public utility 
‘organization, controlling the tube 
railways, trams, underground rail- 
ways and buses, are striking after 
due notice to secure a modification 
‘of their working hours. Broadly 
their demand is for a 7% hour day. 
Busmen in.London are second only 
to the Police in public estimation. 





‘Their grievances, if well-founded,

are bound to'have sympathy, but it 
{s by no means clear that they have 
‘The Government 
has taken the proper step of setting 
up-a Court of inquiry so that the 
ublic may for itself determine the 
{issues in the dispute. As so often| 
hhappens each tale is good till the 
‘Lord ‘Ashfield the 
ehlet of the London Passenger 
‘Transport Board, asserts that the 
busmen's demands would involve 
| additional expenditure of £600,000, 
“if applied to ther alone and, as it 
‘would be impossible to deny similar 
relief to employees throughout the 
Board's service, the total cost would 
be about 21,600,000. ‘The Board 
hhas formally” announced -that its 
resourees do not permit it to 
entertain so heavy an increase in 
its ‘costs, 

‘The argument that busmen should 
be protected against undue fatigue 
or strain will be' much appreciated 
jn London, where the speeding up 
‘of bus and other traffic has won for 
the workers considerable sympathy 
which is not entirely altruistic, for 
the fear of accidents due to tired 
ness in the driver's seat or on the 
conductor's stand is contributory to 
it, ‘The claim for a 7% hour day 
should be studied with the know- 
ledge that the present 8 hour day 
includes the time taken for garag- 
ing, signing on and off, travelling 
toduty and that actually the work 
ing time amounts only to 6% hours, 
Whether that constitutes an undue 
strain Is a matter for expert opinion 
fo decide. Tt does not seem exces 
‘sive to the layman, ‘The London 
usmen, moreover, are wellspald 
in comparison with conditions 
elsewhere. They have many ameni- 
ties—annual holidays, provision for 
welfare work and reiizing pensions 
on'a scale not yet attained by 
their fetlow-workers in. other ém- 
ployment. ‘The Board, indeed, has 
{aken its obligations ‘as a public 
utility organization ‘seriously and 
hhas managed to create the impres- 
sion—it nothing more—that It has 
‘high standard of contentment in 
its service. Nevertheless the men 
have pressed the strike threat home 
and it remains to be seen whether 
they will succeed, If they do, then 
it must be assumed that the public 
will have to pay in the forma of in- 
creased bus fares which may easily 
bbe a serious affliction to a section 
af the community east abe to bear 

‘There Is an. uncomfortable feel- 
ing that the strike has been pre 
ipitated in the belief that, coming 
at Coronation. time, it may ef- 
fectively force the ‘hands of the 
Board. Unless the strikers. can 
rebut that charge they are likely 
0 to harden public opinion against 
them "that. thelr case may. be 
seriously prejudiced. The Lon 
doner is a resourceful creature; if 
his convenience is disturbed he is 
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ward the disturbers; He will, no 
doubt, feel that the Board should 
have averted the strike but he will 
‘not be impervious to argument on 
the point, for he, can shrewdly 
assess values if pi/perly expounded 
to him, Nowadays. trade unions, 
have no Jack of expert guidance on 
matters economic. In so far as this 
dispute turns on the economic factor 
the busmen cannot be misinformed. 
Either they are right in the con- 
‘tention regarding the strain of hours 
or they are imbued with the bellet 
that, the Board's resources can be 
further tapped for their benef, 
‘The general trend of industrial 
unrest in Great Britain suggests 
that, any exaggerated sense of. the 
profits accruing from recovery of

“Swayne, 
SMLP, brought action against, tho 
owner’ of the Hen Tat Bleaching 
Factory, Lunghua, also the mateo, 
when one of their mules appeared i 
 distressful condition on. Settlement 
fonds. ‘The Judge fined the former 
$5 and the mafoo $4 arid made him 
pay $7 veterinary fees. 

‘This animal and another made daily 
trips alternately between Lunghua 
and) Sungkiang, conveying factory 
products. 

On April 28, Inspr. , Eaton, 
attached fo the Society, while en route 
to defendant's premises, met a matoo 
ahd a second animal, the animal in

‘and Concession for outport members 
visiting Sbanghal. Another ‘valuable 
concession which the club has been 
able to obtain for its members is the 
Feduetion in freight rate for motor 
gars, transhipped - temporarily “from 
Shanghai to Ningpo.

: UNITED EDUCATIONAL POLICY. WANTED 


Speaker Criticizes System in Municipal Couneil Schools: 
Economics and Politics Dominant 


‘The educatlonal- policy of the 
/Shanghal Munleipal Council came in 
for criticism by Mr, Pan Tung-tsen, 
Commissioner of Social Affairs to the 
‘Shanghai City Government, speaking 
‘on “Educational Problems of Greater 
‘Shanghal” before members of the 
‘Shanghai Rotary Club on April 29 at 

‘Metropole Hotel. Mr. Pan said 
that at present the educational system 
In council. schools was not united, 

id economies and politics played too 
ge a part. If the distribution of 
the funds set aside by the SMC. for 
Saucation were to be considered as 
fair, It must be in proportion 
differing groups of ratepayers, of 
whom Chinese formed the largest 
body. 

Mr. Pan said that according to the 
reconstruction plans of Dr. Sun Yat 
sen, the municipality of Greater 
Shanghai came into being, under the 
‘control of the Central Government. 
He personally was in charge of the 
Bureau of Education for many years, 

















‘and had also held the ‘position of 
Commissioner for Social Affairs. Last 
Sutumn, “the Central Government 


‘amalgamated these two bureaux, and 





eth department of the Bureau of 
Social Affairs. 

‘Speaking on the institutional edu- 
sation organized by this bureau, BM. 
Pan quoted figures to show the in- 
crease of kindergarten, primary, and 
middle schools, the number of pupils 
‘ecommodated’ in these schools, and 
the corresponding decrease in the 
umber of private colleges, which he 
described a8 a good measure, as these 
colleges were not caleulated to give 
thelr pupils the right kind of educa 
tion. 

Mr.“Pan also spoke of the rapid 
growih of new buildings In which 
the schools were now housed, instead 
of being situated In some dirty street 
fs they were formerly. Schools had 
een removed from the congested 
@istricis to the Civie Centre, which 
wag a most desirable step. 


Work of Missionaries 

Reterring to the Catholic and other 
mission schools which had been 
founded during the last fifty years 
‘or $0, Mr. Pan sald that he felt bound 
o declare the great indebtedness of 
the Chinese towards the work. of 
these foreign missionaries who left 
their own counteles inspired by a 
noble spirit to come to China, and 
hhelp in the “modernization of” the 
People. “But In some teases,” he con- 
Unued, “they have been too enthus- 
lastic ‘in the cause of religion, and 
‘could not reconcile themselves to the 
local situation, based on a culture 
extending back’ thousands of years.” 

With regard to the Counei schools, 
‘he would say that a united education- 
‘al system should constitute one of 
the strongest factors in thelr educa- 
tional policy. At present, the educa 
Monat system in Council schools was 
‘Mot united. Economies and polities 
played too prominent a part. He ex- 
Dressed the hope that eventually the 
Couneil schools would be run in'con- 
formity with edlcational principles 
of the National Government. 

A. special edueational committee 
was appointed recently by the Shang- 
hal Municipal Couneil,” which was 
called upon 10 investigate the present 
situation, and to find out whether 
the existing educational policy re- 
sulted in a fair distribution of the 
‘money spent on education. He was 
‘ot in a position to comment on the 
results of this investigation, but if the 
Gistribution was to be claimed as fair, 




















{it must be In proportion to the num- 
ber of ratepayers represented. Chi- 
nese were predominant among’ those 
paying rates to the S.MLC. 


Mass Education 





‘Although more than 80 per cent. of 
the country was illiterate, continued 
Mr. Pan, China was proceeding grad- 
ually along the path of moderniza- 
tion. ‘The present idea was universal 
‘mass education with the basis charac- 
ters a8 a starting point. ‘The Bureau 
of Social Affaire launched a large 
‘Seale character reading movement in 
1935, and last year a character read- 
Ing education committee was formed. 
Six “hundred charactors were de- 
cided upon as the basic characters in

Speaking on the influence of the 
ims on the minds of the public, 
especially on young people, Mr. Pan 
said that in most pictures’ romance 
had been “exalted as the highest 
quality of human life, Detective 
‘stories were dangerous food for the 
young mind. Films. should receive 
more attention from the government. 
‘Apart from the films there were 
periodicals and books which had a 
harmful influence on those who read 
them. The titles of these alone would 
‘show the type of literature which 
they represented. 

Not enough attention was paid to 
these publications by some forelgners 
who were charged with supervising 
the sale of literature. In some parts 
of Shanghal, obscene pictures wore 
‘sold openly in the streets. In conclu- 
‘sion, Mr, Pan appealed to his listen- 
Jers ‘to give their sympathy to the 
Wholesale clearance of illiteracy from 
‘Shanghai.

Zina Petrovna Zaltzofl, widow, and 
ther three children, one of whom is 
in hospital. Most ‘of Shanghai had 
forgotten the tragedy which occurred 
in the Foreign Y.MLC.A. in September, 
1094, when” Afansy -M. Zaltzeft, 
watchman at $43 a month, hanged 
himself in e ground-floor room in the 
Dullding because he could not carry 
or in the face of the circumstances 
Which forced him and his family to 
live, on soup and bread, huddled in 
a small room in the French Con:

‘The ° publicity given the | case 
prompted a public subscription to 
help the family, but it was not 
realized by most of the contributors 
that the money was later placed, un- 
fortunately, in a forelgn bank which 
closed its doors the following spring—' 
3 bank in which the savings of many 
Ttusslans in moderate circumstances 
had been deposited.

‘Rioting staried at the mill in 
West Soochow Road at the time, 
about @ o'clock, when the night:

suddenly and resulted in injury to a 
private detective employed by the 
mill and one of. the workers. The 
Getective-was struck on the head 
with a heavy instrument, while the 
worker was felled with an axe. Both 
were taken in an ambulance to the 
Lester Hospital... 

Mare out of sain 

‘The encounter caused a furore at 
the mill and the rumour spread that 
a number of persons had been 
wounded. The werkers, comprising 
both day and night shifts, laid down 
thelr tools and starled ” to fle out, 
‘They were going to the No. 2 mili 
at § Robison Road to. enlist the sym- 
pathies of thelr fellows there! 

“The small band of policemen pres- 
‘ent were unable to. cope with the 
situation and a call was sent to 
Pootoo Ratd Station for relrforce- 
ments. A “prompt turn-out sent 
Cvery ovailable uniform and detec- 
live officer. under Insp. ¥. E. Dudley 
and Det. Sub-Insp. RJ. White, to 
the scene in an effort to head the 
mob off. A riot call was sent to 
the Reserve Unit at 645 pm. 

"The distance between the two mills 
‘a quarter of a mile and the polic 
having made a preliminary ‘baton 
charge in West Scochow Road, met 
the strikers at Robison and ‘Tonquin 
Hoods. ‘There the mob was. disper- 
sed, without Injury to anyone, and 
the’ workers left ‘by various roads, 
At the No, 2 mill, however, news of 
the trouble had caused all’ hands to 
Jay down their tools and efforts were 
made to consolidate with the workers 
from the No. 1 mil.

Put up deposits of equal amount! 
‘About the question of Court foes 
and atlorney fees, again Mr. Wane 
has not read the article clearly.

Priest Italian or Spaniard? 

After a lengthy hearing on Apr. 29, 
the First Special District Court was 
no nearer the solution to a knotty 
problem with which it was first con- 
fronted on April 15, when Mr. Joachim 
Sanchez brought a sult (for defama- 
tion) against the Rev. Father. P. 
|Cerezal in that court, on the grounds 
that he was a Spanish subject, Father 
Corezal ‘refused to submit ‘to the 
Court's jurisdiction, claiming Italian 








nationality, “Mr, Paul Premet 
peared for the plaintiff and the 
defendant has not yet made an 


appearance in the ease. 

‘The Judge, remarking that he 
could not be satisfied with a) 
mere gssertion from the Italian Con- 
jsulate’ that Father Cerezal was an 
Tallon, adjourned the case again, and 
said that very serious enquiries would 
have to be made, as a vital question 
of prineiple was involved, When the 
case opened, the Judge told Mr. 
Premet that’ a Court Oficial had 
called on the Italian Consulate since 
the last nearing, and had been In- 
formed that Father Cerezal was sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction of the Italian| 
‘Court. 

‘The Court oficial then wanted to 
Know on what date Father Cerezal 
Decime an Italian subject, but this 
information was pot given’ to him., 

‘Mr. Premet, on behalf of the com 
plainant, stressed the importance of 
the principles involved in the case, 
‘According to International Law, any 
Court had full power to decide 
‘whether or not any defendant sum- 
moned before it was subject to its 
Jurisdiction, Tt had. the right and 
‘duty, when a defendant refused to 
‘accept jurisdiction, to know how and 
when he lost his former nationality. 

‘A mere statement by the Itallan 
Consulate that “Father Corezal is 
Tallan” was not sufficient to satisty 
‘the Court, he submitted, and he re- 
minded the Judge that Father Cerezal 
still appeared in the books of the 
‘US. Department of Commerce as 
‘being of Spanish nationality; so far, 
‘the Department had received no noti- 
ation of any change in his nation 
ality, Mr, Premet requested the 
‘Court to issue a warrant for the 
defendant's arrest. 

‘The Judge adjourned the case, after 
remarking that he would take the

The Pullers 
Licensing Statlon was closed for re- 
newals on March’ 18, on which date 
36,748 llcences had ‘been ~ renewes 
Three further renewals were in re- 
spect of pullers who had been unable 
to attend: on account of sickness and 
produced letters from Pullers Mutual 
Ala’ Association officials to prove that 
‘they had been under the treatment 
of PMA.A,. doctors, 

‘On: account of the shortage of 
pullers, arrangements were made fer 
the issue of 3,631 eences, 
Nomination forms at the ratio of 1 
form to-3 rickshaws were issued to 
owners and the Ilcensing of new 
pullers commenced on March 10.” At 
the end of the month 3,061 icences, 
hhad been issued, 

‘The total number of, renewals and 
now licences issued for 1937 on March 
31 was 90,812 and with the exception 
of new licences for which the 470 
pomination forms are’ still: outstand- 
Ing, no further licences will be issued 
until the number of licensed pullers 
decrease to under. 38,000. At the

ONDON’S busmen’s strike, confined to the central area and 
involving 25,000-men, began quietly last night at midnight, 


negotiations having failed. 


At Chelmsford last night the executive 


committee of delegates representing 120,000 busmen in the prov- 
inces called their men to-join in an unofficial strike from mid- 
night and endorsed the resolution passed by the busmen's confer- 
ence at Chelmsford on Wednesday supporting the unofficial bus 


striké in the ten Home counties, 


Before the London strike went into effect. Mr, Ernest Brown, 
the Minister of Labour, appointed a court of enquiry to investigate 


the busmen’s grievances. 


‘Mr. Ernest Bevin, of the Transport 


Workers’ Union, leader of the busmen, refused postponement of 
the strike but promised facilities to convey sick persons to hospital 
and for other emergencies, for which purposes he said he hoped 
to organize a fleet: of private cars.

+ Mine-Workers’ Federation decided last night to call a national 
strike on May 22 to secure recognition of the Federation in Not- 
tinghamshire and freedom of choice by workers at Harworth 
colliery and. elsewhere to join the Federation.

Having known during his years. in 
the ‘Tokyo slums what it is to be 
hungry, Dr, Kagawa thinks It Is 
useless''to attempt to inculcate re. 
liglon_ among people who are starv- 
Ing. ‘This reminds one of St, ‘Thomas 
Aquinas telling the monks that it was 
{dle to: attempt to pray with con-| 
viction and concentration unless thels 
bodies were comfortably disposed. 

‘Mise Topping says that Dr. Kagawa | 
has published fully 100 books in the 
past 27 years. That he is one of the 
eeatest mental forces in Asia to-day. 
=I purposely use a colourless phrase 
since the other two commonly ranked 
with him, Dr. Hu Shih and Gandhi, 
ditter from him as from each other 
inconspicuous ways—is generally 
agreed, But it is a question whether 
the full influence of Dr. Kagawa will 
be felt during his life time, Like

Altractive New Coins 


Specimens of the new coinage 
wore, allegedly, available at the banks 
to-day, but elther this was too in- 
telligent anticipation on the news 
papers' part, or too unintelligent 
Tateness in applying on mine, for I

‘Tho designs, as tMlustrated, are de~ 
eldediy’ attractive, The King's head, 
designed by Mr. T. H. Paget, is the 
same for all the coins and of very. 
pleasing appearance. It looks to the 
Toft as did: that of George V. Had 
‘there been any Edward VIII coins, 
the head would have looked right, 
the position belng changed in each 
reign. 

‘The reverses differ widely. There 
4s an English shilling and a Scottish 
shilling, no doubt as a compliment to 
‘ur Seotiish Queen. ‘There Is a very 
‘handsome erown piece: were any of 
these coins minted by King George 
‘Vt T cannot remember ever seeing 
them, and I do recall a report that 
Edward VIII “intended to revive the 
erown-plece.”

Abyssinian Revelations 

Extraordinary revelations of the 
planning of the Abyssinian War are 
fiven In a book by Marshal de Bono 
C*The Conquest of Abyssinia”) now 
published by the Cresset Press. It 
‘deseribes, the preparations and first 
phases of the campaig, and as it 
‘opens with an appreciative introduc 
tlon by the Duce himself, we may 
‘accept it as the truth, and not as the 
allegations’ of an anti-italian  pro- 
pagandist. 

Tt shows that in 1932 General de 
Bono, as he then was, was sent to 
‘spy out the Jand in Eritrea and that 
‘5 early as in 1033 the war was being 
planned between him and Signor 
Mussolini. 

‘Then came many months of the 
most strenuous preparations in 
Eritres, building roads and quays, 
and then ‘the sending of forces. Ot 
which the Duce insisted on sending 
vast numbers more than de Bono 
wanted “or could conveniently ac- 
commodate. In such a congested a 
inhospitable area too many soldiers 
were worse than too few, but that 
the Duce, intent on his own ideas for 
victory, could not understand. 

‘The book shows that de Bono was 
continually impressing it on Mussolini 
that the Abyssinians did not want to 
fight. So it. was decided that the 
Mallans must take the offensive. This 
effectually disposes of the idea, so 
much advertised in 1935, that’ the 
Abyssinians were so bellicose that the 
Tallans were compelled to defend 
themselves. In plain words, the book 
shows, with cynical frankness, that 
the war was planned, launched and 
carried through as’ a deliberate 
piracy. 

Tt does not appear that the Abys- 
sinjans have yet seen much of the 
place and prosperity which the Duce 
promised them. ‘To-day's telegrams 
Speak of 1300 Abyssinians fleeing 
aeross the border into British Somall- 
land, while a Caproni bomber flew 
‘over them into British territory, 
though it did not take any offensive 
there. The influx of Abyssinian re~ 
fugres into British Somaliland is so 
large and continuous, that great ditfi- 
cully Is belng found in. providing 
them with housing and food, and they | 
are likely to cost the Imperial Ex- 
chequer a considerable sum.

May Cause Rift in Democratic Party: Possible 
Anti-New Deal Amalgamation 


From Our Own 


Washington, Apr. 

The Supreme Court issue may 
force a re-alignment of the two 
American partles. ‘The Democratic 
arly has been split asunder by. it, 
Tt 15 not a mere. question of a few 
discontented Democrats joining the 
Republican opposition. Democratic 
Teaders were the frst to denounce 
this scheme of a Democratic Presi- 
dent. ‘They are Yeading the fight, 
the Republicans joined them and nob 
vice versa, ‘The President's desire to 
appoint extra Justices to the Supreme 
Court who will pass favourable upon 
Joglslation he has sponsored has not 
only split the Demoeratle Party, but 
it has raised the question of whether 
the Republican Party will disappear 
loek, stock and label and merge with 
tho: opposition Demoerats Into some 
new party. 

‘The plain truth ig that the Prest- 
en's victory last November was so 
overwhelming that there are not 
enough Republicans either “in the 
House or the Senate to. form an 
‘effective opposition. In the Senate 
(where the Court fight will be 
hottest) there are only sixteen Ro- 
publicans. If the President's measure 
is. defeated it will be because twice 
that many Democrats deserted their 
Jeaders and voted against it. 

Parties have been overwhelmingly 
eeteated before and have managed 
to survive. ‘The Democratic Party 
itself suffered more disastrous defeats 
from Presidents Coolidge and Hard: 
ing than the Republicans did. from 
President Roosevelt. But while the 
pereentage of the popular vole which 
Coolldge and Harding obtained wa: 
greater than that obtained by Roose- 
velt its distribution was different, 
‘There was always a solid Democratic 
nucleus in the South. ‘The State 
Governments of the South were 
Democratic and ready to supply state 
Jobs to deserving Democratic politl- 
lang and thus keep the party alive. 

Rewards for Politicians 


‘The rewards, were still sumelent 
for it to be ‘worth an energetic 
politician's while to be Democratic, 
A party in the United States cannot 
survive unless it is watered with 
patronage, A gentle rain of South- 
‘ern, local fobs kept the Democratic 
party alive till. the deluge of 1032, 
Dut, there is no corresponding gentle 
‘rain of Jobs now to. refresh. the 
parched soil from which Republican- 
sm springs and the party is wither- 
ing from the roots, 

xcept in Maine and Vermont 
there are no Republican State Gov- 
emments. ‘The Republicans have 
‘lso lost control of the cities’ and of 
the elly patronage. Not only is the 
Democratic party machine able to 
control the politieal Jobs. in. cities, 
States and the Federal “government, 
‘but a vast new source of influence 1s 
provided by relief appropriations 
Which the Republicans “never en- 
Joyed, ‘There is technically no polities 
in relief, voting Democratic is not an 
erential qualification for receiving 
government ald. But those who got 
tollet think so and aro encouraged to 
think so by the local politicians.

(East to West) by 160 miles (North 
to South) which is now so anxious 
ly watched as General Eric de 
Burgh’s operations develop.

Somewhere in Simla studious 
staff officers can be found to detail 
the whole list of these tribes not 
only in Waziristan but in the whole 
of the non-administered tribal area 
‘where, as stated the other day, there 
‘are 500,000 fighting men, 200,000 of 
‘whom are armed with moder rifles, 
the Afridis being the main clas- 
sigeation north of Waziristan round 
the Khyber pass. Fortunately the 
Afeidis for the moment are quie 
‘nor are they likely to change their 
attitude, unless by chance some 
startling success in Waziristan is too 
much for their natural love of fight- 
ing, Unlike the Mahsuds and the 
‘Wazirs the Afridis have in adminis 
tered territory sufficient stake in 
land and family connections to 
make them think twice before 
breaking out against the Sirkar. 
‘The Mahsud or Wazir, finding the 
barren period of winter a strain 
upon his resources, will migrate for 
that season into India in the guise 
of a peaceful trader and may be 
seen in-Dharamtolla in Calcutta en- 
deavouring with some success to 
earn an honest rupee. When the 
snows melt he trickles back to his: 
‘own people and resumes the life. 
of a highland chieftain. 











Whereas, other Pathan tribes! 
observe a fairly decent, sense of 
‘obedience to the leadership of their 
headmen—thus making the Political 
Omicers' handling’ of them com~ 
paratively easier—the Wazir and 
particularly his fellow Mahsud are 
intense individualists. When his 
fanaticism is aroused by a mullah 
(warrior priest) the Mahsud is not| 
capable of resisting this unrullivess. 
He maintains his feuds and the 
‘complexity of the hostilities be~ 
tween the sections and subsections 
of his tribes Keeps the supervisory 
authority constantly on the alert. 

‘The tribal history of Waziristan 
in modern times has produced a 
‘main cleavage between the Mahsuds| 
and the rest of the Wazirs. In the 
course of successive conflicts the 
Mahsuds have driven the Wazirs 
northward. Razmak marks the area 
where thelr battles for supremacy 
‘once took place. ‘The Wazirs. 
driven nearer the administrative 
border, became tinged with civiliz- 
ing habits, assumed “softer” char- 
acteristics—are they not devoted to 
the bright coloured velvet waist- 
coat, the tribesman's only foppery? 
—and, perhaps, acquired the sem- 
lance of commercial prosperity. 
‘Makin is the Mahsud capital; it 
formerly was in Wazir hands. But 
the sacred place is Marobl, a not- 
‘able pleasance of greenness on the 
top of a rock-supported plateau, 
where now lie the bones of the 
Mullah Powindah, a great leader 
‘who almost succeeded in welding.

‘At one time, before 1914, it was 
thought that the fine fighting quall- 
ties of the Mahsud should be given 
the tribute of offering him the right 
to be enrolled in the Indian Army. 
‘A Mahsud regiment was raised, The 
details of that failure are. not} 
Generally available. Admirers of| 
the Mahsud declare that by some | 
bureaucratic blunder the new unit| 
was trained under grave disadvant- 
ages—in a country strange to the 
men where the food was unpalat- 
able and the conditions irksome.

‘erges. ‘The Mahsud woman is as 
brave as her.man, Neither she, nor 
any other Pathan or Afghan woman, 
hhas that ferocious habit of mutilat- 
ing enemy wounded, wrongly ascrib- 
‘ed to her by Kipling. A Mahsud 
‘girl, captured by the’enemies of her 
father who had committed a feudal 
murder, saw a funeral procession 
pass. Swiftly she rushed to the 
bier, seized the fect of the corpse 
and’ claiming by Mahsud custom 
right to demand whatever she 


would. Her captors, bound by 
honour, agreed. She begged her 
father's life. “The request, was 


reluctantly granted, but, it is sad 
to add, the young woman was made 
to pay for thus impaling her captors 
on the horns of a dilemma. ‘Thus, 
does the Mahsud reconcile his 
notions of etiquette with his sense 
of revenge. A murderer, who flees 
from his village can become one of 
another tribe and make them take 
hhis blood feud on their shoulders 
if on arrival at the place of refuge 
hhe cuts the throat of a sheep and 
thus puts himself under the 
“shadow” of the tribal chief, 

‘Thrifty as he needs must be in 
‘a country so unyielding and barren, 
‘the Mahsud displays great ingenuity 
in fashioning little patches of 
cultivation (kach) on the edge of 
the stony river bed. Juar (sorghum 
vulgare) is the favourite crop. Its: 
broad verdure sharply catches the 
‘eye in the gaunt, pitiless, browns: 
‘and greys of the rock-ridden land. 
‘To protect his kach the Mahsud| 
‘makes a “bund” of brushwood and| 
wire-netting. Against the ordinary 
‘bullitions of the river this suffices. 
‘The vagaries of the Tak-l-zam 
include sudden changes of course 
(within the fron limitations imposed | 
by tangis). Of these the Mahsud, 
by dint of his long and enforced 
{interest in the river's mood, is often 
able to have prescience which is 
duly communicated to the engineers 
responsible for maintaining the 
roads. Against the spate it is dim- 
‘cult to'do more than hope for best. 
‘The sudden transformation of the| 
three foot fast running stream into| 
‘a raging reasonless torrent defeats| 
‘even the engineer who has known 
‘one of his bridges to be robbed of| 
a hefty girder by the spate to see 
it reappear a quarter of a -mile| 
down the stream as though, a mere! 
straw, it had been thrown there by’ 
some’ enraged giant. As for the 
‘green kach ftom which its Mahsud| 
‘owner hopes to get a useful harvest, 
‘the spate removes it from the grey- 
stone bed with the certainty and 
thoroughness of a razor's clearance | 
of a beard. 








‘Thrift with the Mahsud is sup- 
ported. by considerable astuteness 
closely allied to trickery. In his 
winter Jaunts to Calcutta he is more 
than a match for the keen wits 
of the market. So, when dealing 
with the represeniatives of the 
Sirkar in his own domain he is apt| 
at times to test those officers’ skill 
in detecting roguery. Play is made 
‘with their well-known readiness to| 
listen to complaints or suggestions: 
which have a bearing on Moslem 
religious customs, Does not the| 
‘Sirkar, in carrying out its policy of 
jnon-interference in religious matters, 
‘enjoin the greatest care lest fanati-_ 
ism should be challenged? So, 
‘when the aceldent of road-making | 
has disturbed an unexpectedly en- 
‘countered graveyard negotiations| 
frequently end in compensation of 
‘hurt susceptibiliti 


One Mahsud village at least has 
learnt: that the principle can be 
‘carried too far. Its clders duly’ 
made a.complaint of this kind and 
produced the bones in evidence of

‘Raghza—between Sororogha and

St. Joseph’s Hospice Little Known to Shanghai Public: 
Run by Chinese Philanthropist 





ANY of Shanghai's charities, 


caring for the destitute and the 


sick, come into the public gaze, and obtain public sympathy, 
but there are a large number of which the average Shanghailander 
never hears, and which carry on their work quietly and without 


the help of public subscription. 


Hospice, situated in the heart of Nantao. 


Such an one is the St. Joseph's 
‘This is but one of the 


many institutions which come under the direction of Mr. Loh Pa~ 


hong, one of the leading Chinese philanthropists, 


who also 


assists the Sacred Heart Hospital, in Yangtszepoo, the Mercy 
Hospital for mental cases, at Minghong, and many other charities. 


A. glimpse of-the work which this 
{institution is earrying on in caring 
for incurables, the insane, the desti- 
tute, and those suffering from a mult 
tude of diseases, was obtained by a 
“North China ‘Herald represen- 
tative who visited the hospice on May 
2. A long rickshaw ride 1s neces- 
‘sary before the Institution is reached. 
‘Afler passing through narrow, cob: 
bled siceets for most of the way, it 
is with a sense of relief that the 
gates of St Joseph's are reached. 


Pillable Creatures 

It Is an edueation to walk through 
the men's ward of the hospice, where 
there are forty or fifty patients, some 
of whom will not live more than a 
few months longer, and who would 

wwe died on the streets it they had 
not been eared for by the institutior 
Here there is a thin, wasted framé 
twisting in agony on ‘his bed, hardly 
‘ble to speak because of his weakened 
condition. He has” contracted a 
wasting disease, and cannot take any 
food oF drink. Soon he will die, but 
instead of ‘spending his ast weeks 
in some dirty alleyway, he Is given 
all the attention and care that the 
fnstitution can offer. Lying on an 
adjoining bed is en opium addict, 
‘worn looking, yellow with the effects 
of the drug. 

Quite a cheerful looking patient is 
sitting on his bed grinning to himselt. 
"He has got paralysis of both logs" 
explains one of the atiendants, "he 
cannot walk at all.” Next to him is 
2 Man Who eannot move his arms. 
He is aflicted with the same kind of 
complaint, Here is a small bo} 
formerly an apprentice in some small 
Chinese shop in the native elty, who 
hhag contracted. beri-beri, 

‘Not far away is the biggest depart- 
ment in’ the institution, - containing 
vera hundred of the letly ‘and 
estita up of them is singing 
monotonously a religious chant, while 
oihers are sitting at a table ‘cating. 
[Tho beds are so close together that 
there is but a few inches to spare 
Letween each. ‘There are rows and 
rows of them filing the ward. ‘Th 
[are each occupied by s worn-lookiny 
{for his last resting place, “Here onc 
Ig in the presence of death, it seems.

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EDWARD GIBBON'S BI-CENTENARY 


‘The Weird Little Figure Which Supported an Immense! 
and-Famous Intellect ~

‘Last Tuesday saw the two hundredth 
anniverstry of the birth of Edward 
Gibson” "And directly the sentence 
Gs read most. renders” will sa 
Ses MSnne Decline and Poll?” and 
be quite prepared to leave it at that, 
and yet, Gibbon, with all his faults 
‘one of the finest historians that 
hhas ever been produced. Of course 
it has since, been proved that all the 
conclusions whieh he drew in. his 
historieal writing are not entirely 
correct, but in assessing the merit of 
the man, the material avallable and 
the “existing “methods of critical 
research have to be taken into ace 
count, and when that is done It has 
‘to be admitted that Gibbon was far 
in advance of any historieal writer 
of his time, or the ages which hac 
preceded him, 

Tt Is not Mecessary to deal with 
much of the life story of this remark- 
fable man, nor to dwell at any reat 
Jength upon his monumental achieve 
‘ments, though it might serve to con- 
sider the type of man he was and to 
‘watch how a great mind grew in an 
‘enfeebled body, and how a youth of 
ais 
Probably the groatest marshaller of 
facts by Jhe time his manhood. was 
‘full upon hil 

‘He was @ delicate child, and in his 
‘youth his Iife seemed to hang by 
Slender a thread that it was time 
time. again despaired of. His mother 
id little for him, domestic cares, in- 
firmities and “an occasional plunge 
Into fashionable dissipation seemed to 
have ‘occupied all her time, and it 
was cher spinster sister, Catherine 
Porten, who became the “rue mother 
of his mind as well as of his health.”
